said he has decided to call the 
ression as soon as the Legisla- 
tive Council could study voter 
registration and make its rec- 
ommendations. 
Then Pulaski County Rep. Joe 
Y. Ledbetter, council chairman, 
called a meeting of the council 
for W a.m. Feb. 10 to begin the 
study. 


•The developments opened the 
door to setting the session as 
early as Feb. 17, but it is not 
expected 
until later in the 


month. 


Faubus met today with House 


Speaker Marion Crank and Per- 
ry, County Rep. Paul Van Dal- 
sem, apparently to get their 
ideas, and then announced his 
decision.. 
.Both Faubus and Crank said 
all the legislators with whom 
they had discussed voter regis- 
tration wanted to get the spe- 
cial/session over with as soon 
as possible. 


The council study will start in

Bloodless Coup 
in Viet Nam, 
Army Controls

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 


(AP) — Nguyen Khanh , com- 
mander of the South Vietnamese 
army's 1st Cprps, seized control 
of South Viet Nam's government 
today in a swift, bloodless coup. 


Khanh, 37, abolished the mili- 


tary junta that had ruled since 
last Nov. 1 and a Saigon radio 
broadcast 
indicated 
he was 


forming a new council of gen- 
erals to assist him. 


U.S. military ..•* sources said 


Mai 
Gen. Duong Van 
Minh, 


provisional chief of state and 
chairman of the junta which 
overthrew President Ngo Dinh 
Diem, had been arrested. Tanks 
had ringed his residence before 
dawn at the start of the coup. 


Saigon radio said the coup 


was staged to wipe out "certain 
elements who support the colo- 
nialist and Communist policy to 
neutralize South Viet Nam," a 
policy advocated last fall by 
President Charles de Gaulle of 
France. 


"The new revolutionary gov- 


ernment," said the broadcast, 
"will work to reform the coun- 
try, wipe out conspirators and 
establish the nation on a basis 
of democracy." 


Saigon radio announced: "The

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


—The Ranger 6 rocketed toward 
he moon on a photographic 
mission today and successfully 
cleared early hurdles on the 
planned 66-hour flight. 


Ranger 6's assignment is to 


streak 230,187 miles to the 
moon, take more than 3,000 pic- 
tures of the lunar surface and 
relay them to earth in a furious 
.en-minute burst of activity be- 
fore it crash lands. 


The planned impact time is 


about 4:30 a.m. EST Sunday. 


Ranger 6 is the first of four 


similar payloads planned for 
launching this year to help lo- 
cate possible 
moon landing 


areas for American astronauts 
scheduled to make lunar voy- 
ages late this decade. 


A 10-story tall Atlas-Agena 


rocket thundered away from 
Cape Kennedy at 10:49 a.m. 
EST to start the gold-and-silver- 
plated spacecraft on its jour- 
ney. 


Nearly,an hour later the Na- 


tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration announced the 
mammoth 
rocket 
apparently 


had done its job and hurled 
Ranger 6 outward on its long 
voyage.

Sudden Drop 
in Price of 
Soybeans

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's grain markets showed 
in a sudden rather sharp drop 
in soybean prices this week how 
important a role is played by 
the government's estimates on 
production and usage of crops. 


The Agriculture Department 


issued a report Jan. 24 showing 
Lhat 559 million bushels of soy- 
beans were stored on and off 
farms on Jan. 1, about 25 mil- 
lion more than grain traders 
dad counted .on. Because the re- 
port indicated supplies were 
larger than the market had an- 
ticipated, 
s o y b e a n 
prices 


dropped 5 cents a bushel short- 
ly after the report was issued 
and another 10 cents on Jan. 27. 


The grain trade had expected 


the Jan. 1 stocks to be about 54 
million bushels. In arriving at 
this figure, traders had used the 
department's estimate of a 1903 
crop of 701 million bushels and 
a carryover of about 17 million 
bushels from previous crops. 
This gave an indicated total sup- 
ply of about 718 million bushels 
for the 1963-crop marketing year 
ending next Oct. 1. 


Reports issued by the Com- 


merce Department showed that 
from this estimate 717 million- 
bushel supply, a total of about 
184 million bushels had been 
used domestically and exported 
during the first three months of 
the marketing year. Deducting 
this total usage of 184 million 
bushels from the total supply of 
718 million bushels would leave 
a supply of about 535 million 
bushels on Jan. 1.

trucks is a body blow-for the 
birds who for more than 20 
years have resisted all efforts to 
move them from the two square 
miles of land they share with 
3,000 servicemen and depend- 
ents. 


The people don't mind having 


the birds nesting in their yards, 
playing with the family dog, or 
making friends with the chil- 
dren. There's even a law mak- 
ing a sailor liable to court-mar- 
tial if he's caught molesting a 
Gooney. 


But the people of Midway 


along with Navy officials, are 
concerned about the danger to 
men and aircraft. 


Only birds that nest near the 


runways are being hustled to 
the gas chamber. They number 
about 20,000. The

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


most 
unpredictable event in 


Washington is a President John- 
son news conference. He seems 
to call conferencs on impulse, 
With scant advance notice. 


The word "impulse" seems 


justified here, just as it does 
With some of Johnson's other 
dealings with newspaper people 
—like taking them on a tour of 
the White House or his ranch. 


Presidents Eisenhower 
and 


Kennedy rambled a bit, with 
halts, starts, and some broken 
sentences. So does Johnson, 
with some additional, rambling 
of a different kind which he 
must feel serves a purpose of 
its own. 


Where the other two men 


pretty much limited their an- 
swers to a specific question 
asked, Johnson has a tendency 
to spread out, hopping from one 
subject to another while reply- 
ing to a single question. 


This can't 
necessarily 
be 


called good, bad, helpful, or un- 
helpful, at least not yet. The 
multiple answer technique en- 
ables Johnson to get across a 
lot of tilings he wants to say. 


In effect, it turns a news con- 


ference into a platform for his 
ideas. 


But, while the long statements 


permit him to give out more in- 
formation, or opinions, on more 
subjects than reporters might 
have thought to ask him about, 
it also reduces the time they 
have for asking questions they 
might want answers to. 


Eisenhower and Kennedy us- 


ually handled an average of 25 
to 30 questions. The most ques- 
tions 
Johnson has answered 


were 18 at one conference; 9 at 
another; 17 at another; 14 at an- 
other. Then there was a memor- 
able meeting with the press 
when, after making a stat- 
ment 
he answered 
only one 


question. 


The accuracy of calling that 


particular 
meeting 
with the 


press a news conference is ques- 
tionable. Johnson called the re- 
porters together suddenly last 
Thusrday for one reason—or so 
it seemed—and that was to give 
information on Panama. 


When he finished one news- 


man asked: "How do you think 
things 
are 
going 
oty 
the 


Hill (meaning with Congress)?" 
That gave Johnson two oppor- 
tunities: to talk aboout what 
Congress was doing with his 
programs, and to talk about his 
relations with his former Senate 
aide, Robert G. (Bobby) Baker. 


When he got through with his 


double-long answer to that sin- 
gle question Johnson walked 
out. But he used the question to 
give his view on how he came 
to receive a $585 hi-fi set. 


An insurance agent who had 


written a large polciy on John- 
son's life had testified that he 
paid for the set. 


The President said the set had 


been given him by Baker. The 
President said Baker did not ex- 
pect anything in return and 
that the Johnson and -Baker 
families had exchanged gifts be- 
fore. 


The Senate Rules Commtitee 


is investigating Baker; whose ] 
financial activities are. begin- 
ning to sound fabulous. Baker, 
a one-time Johnson protege, be- 
gan his Capitol Hill career as a 
page boy and advanced to the 
post of secretary of the Demo- 
cratic majority. 


Johnson was the Democratic 


leader in the Senate when Baker 
was there. Baker quit last Octo- 
br under fire and so far has 
refused to talk.

Living Cost 
Edges Higher 
in December 


WASHINGTON (AP)— Mainly 


because of weather damage to 
vegetable crops, the cost o 
living rose two-tenths of one 
per cent last month, the Labor 
Department said today in report 
ing an unusual increase in De 
cember prices. 


It was only the third time in 


the last 10 years that the cos 
of living rose in December, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
The rise took the consume 
price index to 107.6. This mean 
it took $10.76 to purchase item 
that cost $10 in the 1957-59 bas< 
period. 


Food prices increased 0.3 per 


cent from November, primarily 
because of shaply 
increased 


vegetable prices after Southern 
crops were damaged by freez- 
ing 
weather. An increase of 


nearly 3 per cent in sugar prices 
also contibuted to the rise in 
grocery prices. 


Other factors that made it 


more expensive to live in De- 
cember included a 0.3 per cent 
increase in housing costs, and 
increases in public transit fares 
and gasoline prices.
